They Hold a Great Convention 
at Toledo. 


TOLBDO, Ohio, Aug. 18.—There 


mnoh AQxiouB discaBsion last night by 
the committee on resolutions of the dem- 
ocratic state convention. After blocking 
out the ground to be covered a sub-com- 
mittee was appointed, which was in 
session until 4 this morning. 
The full 
committee met again this morning at 8 
o'clock and was in session until 10 
before the platform was completed. 


The convention assembled at 10:30 
o'clock in Memorial hall and was called 
to order by Hon. Thos. J. Cogan, of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the state com- 
mittee. 
Hon. F. B. Finley, of Bucyrus, 
was made permanant chairman and 
Hon. C. M. '.Lay ton, of Auglaize, per- 
manent secretary. 


There was no preliminary organization 
made. Mr. Finley on taking the chair 
made a speech congratulating the con- 
vention upon the return of democratic 
supremacy to the country, and rehears- 
ing the work done by the present admin- 
istration. 
He made a strong array of 
arguments against the republican legis- 


lature, especially on the Beizure of power 
in the senate. 
He anathematized the 
republican 
majority of the supreme 
court, as having prostituted their high 
power for partizan purposes. 
He made 
a lengthy review of state matters and 
was applauded stormily. 


At the conclusion of his speech the 
committee on rules reported and the re- 
port WHB 
aecepted. 
Hon. John Mc- 
Sweeuy, of Woof-ter, then reported tho 
platform. It congratulates the country 
on the restoration of the party of the 
people to 
power; it 
endorses Mr. 
Cleveland's administration; 
expresses 
sorrow at the death of Durbiu Ward, 
Tiltlen, Hendricks, McClellftn »Seymour, 
and Hancock; reaffirms the state nation, 
al platforms on the tariff; approves of 
paying out the surplus revenue to can- 
cel the interest bearing debt; denounces 
the attempt to change the face values 
from gold and silver to gold alone; ap- 
proves the action of congress in forfeit- 
ing railroad land grants; approves the 
action of the state department and the 
administration in the protection 
of 
American citizens in foreign countries; 
sympathizes with Ireland; 
denouncts 
the acts of the lieutenant governor of 
Ohio and lees than a quorum of the re- 
publican state senate as » crime »gainst 


the state of Ohio; dcmai-ds every 
ntife- 
guard to the ballot ajid a vigorous pun- 
ishment against the purity of the ballot 
box; denou? era tho reorganization of 
state institutio'ji^ for partisan purposes; 
expresses coniideuce in the integrity and 
democracy of the democratic general as- 
sembly, and favors a license amendment 
to the constitution; endorses Senator 
Payne and favors the aibitration of dif- 
ferences l)otween labor and capital. 


The platform was greeted with intense 
enthusiasm and adopted unanimously 
with loud cheers. 


Nominations being next in order, the 
following names were presented: 


For secretary of state—Henry |Ap- 
throrp, William J. Bell, jr., Boston E. 
Youug and Jno. McBride. 


The first ballot resulted: Young, 229i; 
McBride, 219i; Bell, 166^; Apthorp, 64. 
Necessary to a choice, 333. 


The second ballot proceeded to a 
close, but before the result was an- 


nonnoed several oountieB changed to 
McBride. 
Some 
confusion resulted 
from the attempt to cast the solid vote 
of Hamilton county for him, but the 
chairman refused to change it until the 
chairman announced it as the desire of 
that delegation. Guyidic^a and other 
counties kept swinging into line for Mc- 
Bride until it was seen he was nom 
inated. 
The 
rules were suspended 
and MoBride was nominated by acclama- 
tion. M. C. FoUett was renominated for 
judge of the supreme court. 
J. W 
Cruiekshank was renominated for clerk 
of the supreme court. 
L. D. Brown 
was (^nominated for commissioner of 
common schools. 
Edward Neilis, of 
Hamilton county, was nominated for 
member of the board of public works 
and the convention then adjourned.

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—On March 30, 
1886, Conrad Miller, a dry goods mer- 
chant doing a^large business at Evans- 
ville, Ind., made an assignment to John 
Gilbert. 
His assets were found to be 
I ¡194,000, while his liabilities exceeded 
that that by $147,000. 
A few days be- 
fore the failure Jacob Miller had sold 
his interest in the concern to his brother, 
Conrad, and retired from the concern, 
which was known throughout Indiana as 
Miller Brothers. 
In December, 1885, a 
note for $10,000, given by Miller Bros., 
to a wholesale dry goods establishment 
Wooster street. 
New York, was 
purchased by Messrs. Bundle, bank- 
ers, of No. 50 Wall street. 
Before pur- 
chasing Mr. Bundle had a conversation 
with CoLTad Miller, in which the latter 
stated that his net assets were more 
than $200,000. The note was due April 
1886. Three days before, however, 
Conrad Miller's assignment was made 
known, and the note was counted in with 
the other liabilit.es. A proposition to 
pay the note at a discount of 10 per 
cent, was refused by Bundle, who had 
begun an investigation of the affair. It 
was found that on March 29 Miller had 
preferred, among other creditors, two 
two holders of notes, Mrs. Anna J. Miller, 
for $3,500 and Mrs. Susan Wendell Jen- 
ness, for $1,000. These were respective- 
the wife and mother in-law of Miller. 
When placed on the stand Mrs. Miller 
swore that she had never held such a 
note, and Mrs. Jenness wauld not testify 
concerning hers. 
On these grounds Mr. 
Bundle alleged fraud and an attempt to 
conceal his assets, and asked the sheriff 
of New York county to issue an order of 
arrest. This was done on July 24. Now 
Mr. Bundle is preparing to begin crimi- 
nal proceedings, but they will be based 
on the assignment,

Is Actively Preparing for 
War, 


And tbe Gossips Have it that sbe Will 


Force iDdemnity From The 


United States.

DOES CHINA MEAN W A R ? 


The 
Celestial 
Oovernment 
to 
Force Indemnity From 
the 
United States. 


WAsraNGTON, Aug. 18.—An afternoon 
press dispatch from London announces 
the 
Chinese government 
is making 
active and rather unaccountable prepar- 
ations for military operations. 
The dis- 
patch mentions as part evidenco of this 
assertion that the Chinese minister at 
London had bought for his government 
two hundred thousand rifles of modem 
pattern for the use of the Celestial in- 
fantry. 
This rather curious piece of 
news has started a story here to-day 
which has at least the quality of novelty, 
if Dot plausibility, that the Chinese gov- 
ernment is making preparations to en- 
force its demand for indemnity upon| the 
United States government for damages 
to Chinese subjects at the Bock Springs 
( Wyoming) riot and massacre. 
It is still 
too fresh to be forgotten that the late 
Chinese minister. Chin Lan Pin, made a 
peremptory demand for $147,000 fs the 
amount of damages suffered by his peo 
pie by the Bock Springs 
riot. 
A bill 
for this purpose was reported favorably 
from the foreign affairs committee, but 
Chairman 
Belmont 
failed to get it 
through the house, although the bill was 
on the calandar over three months be- 
fore the adjournment. The pig tail di- 
plomats had frequently intimated in 
their serial intercDurse with representa- 
tives with other governments here that 
if congress did not grant the indemnity 
the only course left to his celestial high- 
ness would be to make prey of American 
property in China and invite responsi- 
bility for what might follow. 
The gov- 
ernment at Pekin has doubtless been ap- 
prised by its vigilant representatives 
here of the threatened rupture between 
the United States and Mexico, and it is 
assumed that this is thought by the ce- 
lestial government to be a favorable 
time for a hostile demonstration against 
American interests in China. 
It was 
fair to assume that the peremptory de- 
mand by Secretary Bayard for the re- 
lease of the American citizen who is held 
to be illegally deprived cf his liberty, 
followed as it has been by the failure of 
the Mexican government to comply with 
it, would lead soon to aggressive opera- 
tions, and it was also fair to assume that 
a nation with one fight on its hands, and 
nothing much to fight with, would not 
be in shape to carry on another fight at 
the same time. 


Attorney General Garland, through 
his attorneys, has filed his answer to the 
bill recently filed by J. Harris Bogers 
against the attorney general. Senator 
Harris, and others for a settlement of 
the affairs of the Pan-Electric Telephone 
company. 
He denies in detail every ma- 
terial statement in the bill, and calls at- 
tention to certain "scandalous and im- 
pertinent matter" which he declines to 
answer, unless ordered to do so by the 
court. 


Senator Gorman reports Mr. Tilden as 
having said to him: 
"I will live to see 
the day when every republican who has 
any self-respect will be heartily ashamed 
of the part they played in that political 
drama" which gave Hayes an office to 
which he was never elected. 
While this 
has not wholly come to pass. Mr. Tilden 
lived to nee Ha^es receive the contempt 
of the ppople of the United States al- 
most without exception and regardless 
of party prejudices.

SARATOGA, N . Y., Aug. 18.—President 
Cleveland and wife. Colonel Lamont, Dr. 
Ward, of Albany, and three other friends 
passed through here on a special car at 
tatched to the Montreal express at 1:50 
yesterday morning, bound for the Adi- 
rondacks. 


PBOSPBOT HOUSE, ADIRONDAOK, N . Y . 
Aug. 18.—The presidential party arrived 
here at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, af- 
ter a continuous and uneventful ride 
from Albany. 
The party comprises the 
president and Mrs. Cleveland, the lat- 
ter's mother, Mrs. Folsom, and Dr. 
Samuel B. Ward, of Albany. The mid 
night train on which they left Albany 
was an hour late in reaching Plattsburg. 
Upon reaching Bouse's Point, this morn 
iug, the party were within a mile and a 
half of the Canadian line. 
A special 
engine and single baggage car were 
coupled to the the president's car at the 
Point, and it was quickly pulled out 
sight greatly to the astonishment of sev 
eral enterprising gentlemen who had 
been sitting up all night watching for 
that car, with the determination of stick 
ing closely to it until it reached its desti- 
nation. 
At Moira, on the OgdenAburg 
and Lake Champlain railroad, a dozen 
miles beyond Malone, the special was 
switched off on the Northern Adirondack 
railroad, and was drawn into the wilder 
ness a distance of thirty four miles. As 
the president and his wife steppe^ upon 
the platform of their car to leave the 
train, the Merra brass band began to 
play, and an hour later, when the regular 
train came along, the band was still play 
ing. A seven miles stage ride brought the 
party to Paul Smith's and St. Begis lake. 
Mr. Smith provided a lunch and the|party, 
without leaving their carriage, eat the 
second meal of the day, while waiting 
for the exchange of horses. 
Seventeen 
more miles of carriage riding brought 
them to the Saranac Inn (formerly the 
Prospect house), and they were given 
quarters in a cottage adjoining this 
hotel. 
They will take their meals with 
the other guests in the public dining 
room. Last night, at Mrs. Cleveland's 
request, the whole party were rowed 
over the lake by two trusty guides. 


It is said that notwithstanding the 
president's desire to be alone in the Ad- 
irondack, a corps of newspaper corres- 
pondents will be put upon his trail to re- 
port his every movement, the character 
of his fish bait, the shape and size of 
bottle he carries it in, and many other 
things to tedious to mention.

Other lovers of sport who 
never bet a dime, are roused to the high 
est pitch of enthusiasm in watching i 
hotly contested race. 


The continued drouth and the failure 
of the wheat crop, which has occurred 
for several years in succession, and the 
unprecedented ravages of the clinch bug 
have induced many of the farmers of 
southern Illinois to form themselves into 
a colony for the purpose of removing in 
a body to Oregon. 
Forty families have 
an organization at Walnut Hills, with a 
president and secretary, and are corres- 
ponding with railroads for cheap rates, 
Indiana farmers are happy. Good crops, 
good times and plenty of money. 


The republicans are deluding them- 
selves with the idea that the democrats 
are so divided and so disappointed that 
that they will soon be driven from pow- 
er. 
The date for this act of expulsion 
has, we note, been recently postponed. 
None of our republican critics now ex 
pect to 'get control of th house of repre- 
sentative, though some months ago they 
considered a victory this fall altogether 
certain. 
Now they speak somewhat less 
hopefully of 1888. 
As a matter of fact 
the democratic party grows stronger 
every day with the people. 
We do not 
mean that it has accomplished all that 
was hoped for or all that waa promised, 
but the best things have been attempted, 
and the failures have not been irretrieva- 
ble. 
Consequently we find a growing 
feeling of satisfaction with the govern- 
ment and with the party. 


A FEW days ago the Gazette contained 
a very bitter attack on President Cleve- 
land, over the vetoes of private pension 
billf and tried to unite the soldier vote 
in this congressional district against 
Judge Lowry on that account. 
What 
will our neighbor think now when he 
reads the proceedings of the national 
meeting of the G. A. R., at San Fran- 
cisco. 
They refused most positively to 
be led into this scheme of condemning 
the president for these vetoes, but, on 
the other hand, very plainly manifested 
its sympathy with his efforts to protect 
the treasury, as well as the truly deserv- 
ing soldiers, from the unworthy and 
fraudulent pension claimants. 
Further- 
more, the scheme for giving a pension 
of 38 a month to every surviving soldier 
and sailor, whether he is disabled or 
not, was brought forward by a repre- 
sentative from Massachusetts, and after 
thorough discussion it was rejected by 
an overwhelming vote. 
The action of 
the Grand Army was so decided on these 
matters that it is evident its members 
look upon the republican claims that 
they were the sf ecial champions of this 
kind of legislation as nothinpj short of an 
insult, and resetted it accordingly. 


THE receipts of the government since 
July 1, have been nearly «4,000,000 in 
excess of the receipts daring thè same 
period la«t year. Thess figures are taken 
as an indication of the good state of 
boBinesB throughout the country. 


THE action of the president in renom- 
inating Matthews to be recorder of deeds 
will be generally approved by the d ^ o - 
cratic party. 
Matthews was rejected by 
the republican senate for no other rea- 
son than that he is a colored man. There 
was nothing agamst his character, and 
no charge that he was incompetent to 
perform the duties ot the office. 
As 
Senator Ingalls said, it would be a bad 
policy for the republicans to allow a 
democratic administration to give offices 
to colored men. 
That was the secret of 
his rejection by the republican senate. 
The republican party does not recognize 
the right of a negro to think for himself 
and be a democrat, and it does not pro- 
pose, if it can help it, to allow the dem- 
ocratic party to recognize by official pre- 
ferment the negroes who have the cour- 
age to maintain democratic principles. 
Under 
the 
circumstances 
President 
Cleveland has done the proper and the 
manly thing in reappointing Matthews. 
The republicans of the senate pretend to 
be surprised at this, and threaten to 
make it a test case of the president's au- 
thority to renominate a rejected appoin- 
tee. 
So be it. 
If there is to be a test 
case of this question it is well that it 
should be one so conspicuously illustrât 
ing the intolerance and bigotry of the 
republican party with respect to all 
colored citizens who refuse to be its 
slaves.

7)ened weeks ago at my home in Scran- 
ton. 
I am having a new residence 
built, and wlxen not otherwise occnined 
have been exercising myself with a 
shovel and jnck digging a trench around 
the biiildiug. 
One evening while so 
engaged I noticed a strange voting man, 
with an inquisitive look on his face and 
a grip-sack in his liand, skirmishing 
around the premises as though looking 
for some one ho was unable to find.

Lokd Salisbury, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette, is an aristocrat, and ho also 
poses as a bit of a cynic. 
His personal 
appearance is not striking, nor is there 
anything in his habit of life which is 
calculated to fascinate the imagination 
of the common people. 
He has none 
of those splendida vitia which so often 
help the masses to condone the faults 
of their leaders. 
It is so long since he 
sowed his political wild oats that the 
householders are entirely ignorant of 
the facts that Lord Robert Cecil in his 
earlier days occasionally startled the 
decorum of the House of Commons as 
if he had b(ien a kind of foreriuiner of 
Lord Randolph Churchill. People have 
forgotten that he once apologized to 
attorneys for having compared them to 
jMr. Gladstone. 
"It was a great in- 
justice to the attorneys, who were a 
very honorable set of men," and we 
wonder how it was possible for Lord 
Salisl)ury ever to have said, as he once 
said, that the golden link which con- 
nects all Mr. 
Gladstone's phases of 
opinion, and variety of character was 
his persistent, undying hatred of the 
rural interest. 
But that was long ago. 
There is nothing in his recent career 
which appeals powerfully to the heart 
of the people. 
He has been guilty of 
none of those excesses of generosity 
which lead men to pardon a thousand 
faults of judgment, nor has he ever 
been carried away l)y the flood-tide of 
a great enthusiasm. 
Yet, although in 
many respects so antithetical to Mr. 
Gladstone, he resembles his great rival 
in many of the higher qualities.

The theory that the ])ois<)iniig is occa- 
sioned by the can has never been estab- 
HsIkhI. 
Careful analyses have failed tc 
show zinc or lead ])oison in the large 
number of these cases that have been 
investigated, and it is incredible that 
2)oisoners all over the country should 
take this method of attacking 
without objtict or rctison. 
It seems tc 
be an estal)Iish(>d fact that the cream 
itself is tlie primary evil, and the theory 
of fermentation is the most natural ex- 
planation. 
Ice cream that is frozen as 
soon as tlu; custard is ready may be 
kejit an indefinite length of time, if we 
may accept the ])ractice and experience 
of restaurants and saloons; and custard 
that is allowed to stand too long or is 
jostled about over roads and hillsidcH 
before freezing, the jncnic ice cream, in 
fact, if ex})erience is worth anything, h 
exceedingly dangerous. 
People who 
indulge in the deliglitful, cheap, and 
healthy })reparation known as icti creani 
can secure, generally, immunity froiu 
evil results by partaking of it in modera 
tion when it has been projjerly }n'e 
])ared, and by ju-operly we mean ])re 
pared from fresh milk and frozen ai 
once.

Careful analyses have failed to 
show zinc or lead poison in the large 
immbor of these cases thai have boon 
investigated, and it is incredible thai 
poisoners all over tho country should 
take this method of attacking people 
without object or reason. It Knciits to 
bo an established fact that the cream 
itself is tlio primary evil, and tho theory 
of fermentation is the most natural ex- 
planation. Ico cream that is frozen as 
soon as the custard is ready may be 
kept an indefinite Inngth of time, if we 
may accept the practice and experience 
of restaurants and saloons; and custard 
that is allowed to stand too long or is 
jostled about over roads and hillsides 
before i'rce/jng, the picnic ico cream, in 
font, if experience is worth anything, is 
exceedingly dangerous. 
People who 


indulge in the delightful, cheap, and 
healthy preparation known ns ico creani 
can secure, generally, immunity from 
evil results by partaking of it in modem 
tion when it has boon propcrlv pro 
pared, and by properly wo moan pro 
pared from fresh milk and frozen til 
once.

Among thorn were a crown oi 
silver designed ia the foliage of th 
laiu'ol, typical of victory, presented to 
Morphy in 1859 by tbo tnion Chess 
Club, of New York, and a solid silver 
service, consisting of a pitcher, four 
goblots, and a largo salver, won by 
Morphy in the international chess tour- 
ney which took pla e in New York in 
1SD7. On tho salvor is an engraving 
representing Morphy in tho act of win- 
ning the decisive game of tho toanioy 
from Paulson. Each piece boars the 
monogram "P. M." Tho center of at- 
tractiuii was tho rich and elaborate 
chess-board of altornato squares of 
pearl and ebony,aud olegantly wrought 
men of solid gold and silver. Tho de- 
signs of these pieces' are intended to 
express tho opposing forces of civil- 
ization and 
biirbaram.
